Bishops to look at capitalism next

The second draft of the U.S. bishops’ proposed 
statement on nuclear warfare has displeased President 
Reagan, many Catholics, and even some _ bishops. 
Although a final draft will not be ready until this spring, 
the document has already served its purpose, said Bishop 
Leo T. Maher upon his return to San Diego: from the 
annual bishops’ meeting in Washington. 


“‘We’ve accomplished what we set out to do,”’ said the 
bishop. “‘I think we have fulfilled a great need by 
bringing the issue to the foreground.’’ 

THE PROS and cons of the bishops’ pastoral is a hotly 
debated item among many Catholics and in the media. 
But even though many bishops have individual 
reservations about parts of the statement, said Bishop 
Maher, there is still a ‘‘large consensus’’ — perhaps 90 
percent — who favor the document. 


The draft will now go back to the bishops for further 
study and comment. Bishop Maher’s own concerns 
include the document’s language, which at times is 
““melodramatic and overstated,’’ he said, as well as its 
overall balance. 


“It needs to be toned down. It does not talk enough 
about the reality of Soviet political intentions, human 
rights in Russia and its sphere of influence,’ said the 
bishop. He cited a statement about nuclear weaponry 
“threatening God’s sovereignty’’ as an example of its 
deficient phrasing. 


““THE DOCUMENT needs a stronger and clear 
teaching on human rights,’’ said the bishop. ‘“The proper 
distribution of the world’s resources should be mentioned, 
along with the worldwide social and i 
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also effective next Jan. 3. They are:

Father Moloney, in addition to “his present duties as 
pastor in Crest, is a vice officialis and defender of the 
bond on the diocesan marriage tribunal. He was ordained 
for the San Diego diocese in 1963. 


Father Salca was ordained for San Diego in 1965. He 
was assistant director of the diocesan Society for the 
Propagation of the Faith office for three years, and later 
served at St. Joseph Cathedral and St. Therese before 
being assigned to St. Charles Borromeo in June of 1981. 


Father Sheslo, ordained for the diocese in 1961, served 
at Mary, Star of the Sea in La Jolla before going to St. 
John of the Cross in 1980. He taught at University High 
School, and was also Newman chaplain at San Diego 
State University before that.

the arms race. And it needs to recognize that other 
countries besides the United States and the Soviet Union 
possess nuclear weapons.’’ 


There are also contradictions within the document 
itself, he noted. ‘‘On one page it quotes the Holy Father 
saying that nuclear weapons are morally acceptable for 
reduce their numbers. And on the opposite page it quotes 
Cardinal Krol (of Philadelphia) who says they are a 
“necessary evil.’ ”’ 


- There are basically three positions among the bishops, 

what Bishop Maher called the ‘‘pacifists, the nuclear 
pacifists,’’ and those favoring a policy of nuclear 
deterrence. ‘‘I have a problem with the nuclear pacifist 
point of view. I think they are for unilateral disarmament, 
while the document shows a strong position for bilateral 
disarmament. It is a very sound presentation under the 
circumstances,” he said. 


“tT AM CONCERNED that when the document is 
completed it will be buried,’’ said Bishop Maher. ‘“‘It 
should be thoroughly presented to all our Catholic people, 
especially the young. It needs to be presented and taught 
with a view to the formation of conscience. There is a 
great concern among the bishops for a unified stance. 
And we will have a unity in fundamentals.’’ 


The bishops have been criticized for wandering off into 
areas that should not concern them, and that nuclear 
weapons involve matters of politics and not a more 
traditional, narrowly defined view of personal morality. 


Those critics are in for some further surprises, noted 
Bishop Maher. 


“We are going to be speaking to the evils of capitalism 
and how dehumanizing it is to mankind. I think that 
statement will produce a tremendous amount of interest 


and generate far more debate than the nuclear pastoral,” 
he said. 


“IN SOME Third World countries they have gone as 
far as to say that there is no difference between capitalism 
and. Marxism. That, I believe, is totally wrong, because 
Marxism is atheistic. It is worse than capitalism because it 
treats the person as a thing, whereas capitalism does have 
its evils, but it does have many good points.”’ 


Citing both the ‘‘faults’’ and the ‘‘great qualities’’ of 
capitalism, Bishop Maher said the bishops will. tackle the 
subject with a view toward giving it needed ‘‘moral 
direction.”’ 


“‘We have never had to face many of these problems 
before,’’ he said. ‘‘Whether it is a question of nuclear 
weapons or the economic order, it involves our very 
beliefs in and reverence for the sanctity of life.”’ 


‘““THERE ARE fundamental moral principles 
involved here,’’ said Bishop Maher. ‘‘There is a 
correlation between our opposition to abortion and 
nuclear weapons — both are a matter of killing the 
innocents,’’ he noted, adding that many bishops were 
concerned with the problem that even using nuclear 


weapons against military targets almost certainly involves 


the indiscriminate killing of civilian populations.

DISMISSED — A judge dismissed a 
manslaughter charge against a Miami 
gynecologist whose attempt to perform an 
abortion on a 12-year-old girl resulted in 
the death of the 28-week-old fetus. Dade 
County Circuit Judge Joseph Farina 
ruled Dec. 2 that state prosecutors had 
failed to prove that a fetus was ‘‘a human 
being within the meaning of the Florida 
manslaughter statute.’’ Farina said 
Florida could amend the statute to include 
a ‘‘viable fetus,’’ one capable of living 
outside the womb, but had not done so. 
Prosecutor David Waksman told the 
judge that the assistant county medical 
examiner had said the fetus was viable, 
adding ‘‘a human being has been killed.”’ 


CHARGES — Two Dutch priests 
working in the Northern Philippines face 
subversion charges for possession of 
Communist literature, a Defense 
Ministry spokesman said. He _ said 
investigations indicated that sufficient 
evidence existed against Fathers Theo 
Bandsma, 60, and Herman Sanderink, 
57. They were arrested Aug. 8 with a 
student and two Church workers. Their 
superior at the Congregation of the 
Immaculate Conception in Villaverde 
Town (about 140 miles north of Manila) 
said the priests are innocent and that 
“‘these materials were planted.”’ 


CLOSED — Erie, Pa., diocesan 
officials closed historic, century-old St. 
Peter’s Cathedral Nov. 26 after the 
church’s 313-foot-high central tower 
shifted one-and-three-quarters inches 
toward the body of the church. The 


serious situation came to light when a 
40-pound stone was suddenly thrust out 
of the tower and crashed onto the 
cathedral roof. The breaking of a 
wrought-iron support band on the tower 
Nov. 24 caused the stone to fall out and 
placed heavy pressure on the rest- of the 
tower support systems. 


NAMED — Formalizing the three- 
month-old decision to make Opus Dei a 
personal prelature, Pope John Paul II 
named Msgr. Alvaro del Portillo as its 
first prelate Nov. 27. The decision, first 
announced Aug. 23, means the 
international Catholic organization of 
priests and laity will be guided by the 
prelate in matters of formation and 
apostolate, but will remain under the 
direction of local bishops in other 
activities. 


DOESN’T BELONG? — Despite 
criticism from the American Civil 
Liberties Union, South Dakota has again 
set up a nativity scene in the state Capitol 
rotunda. Gov. Bill Janklow, a Lutheran; 
said he believes the five-foot-high display 
is constitutional and harmless. South 
Dakota’s ACLU chairwoman, Gloria 
Schneider, said the organization-has not 
decided whether to sue the state to remove 
the scene, but she said she believes it does 
not belong in a government building. 


ARRESTED — A priest.and five nuns 
were among the 36 people scheduled to 
appear in Henepin County Municipal 
Court Dec. 8 on trespassing charges for 
participating in a weapons protest at the 
main office of Honeywell Inc. in 
Minneapolis. The protesters were 
arrested in early November after they had 
locked the doors of the Honeywell 
building to block workers from entering. 
The action was part of a rally that drew 


several hundred people.

EL CENTRO — Finding the good in 
seemingly bad situations is one challenge 
of running a parish, according to Father 
Thomas Vidra, pastor of St. Mary 
Church here. 


For instance, there is a positive side of 
the near 40 percent unemployment rate in 
the Imperial Valley, even though the 
residents’ ‘‘struggle is more than meets 
the eye,’’ Father Vidra said. Some of the 
unemployed reflect upon their life while 
they look for work, because they get off 
“‘the treadmill of competition’ and are 
humbled by the discovery that ‘‘they’re 
not total captains of their own destiny,”’ 
Father said. 


SOMETIMES that inward turning 
leads them closer to God and the Church. 
Other times, they ‘‘just keep on 
running,’’ he added. 


For those who turn to St. Mary, ‘‘the 
church creates a good, prayerful 
atmosphere,’’ where visitors are met by 
people who are ‘‘opén and warm,’ the 
pastor said. 


The mountains that separate El Centro 
from the conveniences of the San Diego 
area are not all bad. There is no outlet for 
Catholic literature in Imperial County, 
Father Vidra said, but groups such as the 
Altar Sodality, which has a Christmas 
Fair, can sell the books to raise funds. 


ANOTHER separation felt at St. 
Mary is the 10 blocks between the parish 
and its parochial school. Father Vidra 
hopes to close that gap by building a new 
church on an unused school field. ‘‘We’d 
like to hope that the construction of the 
new church will lend itself to the closer 
cohesiveness of the community,’’ he 
explained. 

““We’re trying to keep up with present 
growth...to accommodate the present and 
the future,’’ the pastor noted, adding that 
if the geothermal industry springs up in 
the Valley, church population is expected 
to double. 


The parish population is about 65 
percent Hispanic, but St. Mary has no 


Charismatics run drop-in prayer center

LA JOLLA — A drop-in prayer center 
that is open to all faiths ‘‘enables people 
to realize the power they have in prayer,”’ 
Ed Dooley, a volunteer there, said. 


He and his wife Dottie comprise one of 
the prayer teams at the Diocesan 
Charismatic Renewal Center on Herschel 
Street, across from Mary, Star of the Sea 
Church. Each day for two hours a prayer 
team assembles in the ‘‘agape love room’’ 
that resembles a cross between a family 
room and a chapel. 


THE TEAM attends to prayer 
requests that are mailed or telephoned 
into the Center. The teams also are 
available to ‘‘go to the throne of grace’’ 
with people who drop in and want to 
communicate with God, Mrs. Dooley 
said. 


Those in need do not have to be 
Catholic. ‘‘It’s amazing the number of 
people we get who aren’t Catholic,’’ Mrs. 
Dooley, a member of San Diego’s First 
Presbyterian Church, said. (Mr. Dooley 
is a parishioner at St. Mary Magdalene 
Church.) About 25 percent of those 
availing themselves of the prayer ministry 
are not Catholic, Jaime Garcia, director 
of the Center estimated. ‘‘The Lord has 
really built bridges’’ between faiths, Mrs. 
Dooley said. 


The prayer ministry, which was formed 
about four years ago, is staffed by 
volunteers from an estimated 35 English- 
language Catholic prayer groups in the 
area. They are ‘“‘prayerful people who 
aren't (necessarily) charismatic,’’ said 
Odette Dube, whose prayer team partner 
is her husband, Deacon Leo Dube. The 
Dubes are members of St. Therese 
parish, where the deacon is assigned. 


THE PRAYER partners ‘‘don’t need 


the ‘gifts’ (of the Holy Spirit) necessarily. 
It’s just a matter of saying ‘yes’ and being 
available. God will work through the 
people who are willing to say ‘yes’ and be 
available,’ said Jim Benefield, who with 
his wife, Rosemary, volunteers time to 
the prayer effort. 


When someone drops by wanting to be 
prayed with, the volunteers usually ask 
God for the gift of discernment, so ‘‘the 
Lord will show us where their need is,”’ 
one of the volunteers explained. 


Often volunteers will place their hands 
on the person’s head, forehead, chest or 
shoulders. ‘‘We take this from Scripture. 
Peter, Paul and all the apostles laid 
hands,’’ Mr. Garcia said, adding ‘‘the 


_ touch of love — that’s where the healing 


” 


THE TEAMS, who are trained by 
Father Jerry Bevilacqua, use other 
Biblical principles in their service to 
others, including asking for help in the 
name of Jesus, (non-sacramental) 
anointing with oil and quoting Scripture 
“‘to those in need of encouragement,”’ 
Mrs. Benefield said. 


is 


Mr. Benefield has a master’s degree in 
counseling, but he keeps his involvement 
‘“‘on a prayer level.’’ If necessary, the 
teams refer visitors to other agencies. 


SOME OF the visitors have physical 
ailments. “‘Many times the healing of 
inner hurts brings about - physical 
healing,’’ Mrs. Dube has found. 


Once partly crippled and diagnosed to 
have a cancerous tumor, Mrs. Dube lives 
to tell the story of ‘‘the malignancy that 
disappeared.”’ : 

Two years ago she came down with 
crippling rheumatoid arthritis. A year 
later, she discovered a lump in her throat, 


which she initially thought was caused by 
the steroids she was taking for arthritis. 


IN LATE August 1982, a throat scan 
revealed a tumor. A biopsy was taken. 


In the two-week wait for results of the 
biopsy, Mrs. Dube and her husband went 
to a charismatic conference in Anaheim. 
*“‘During a healing Mass, I felt a warmth 
going through me and I realized the pain 
in my hands and back was gone.’’ 


Someone on the altar said they felt 
someone had been healed of cancer. ‘‘I 
thought ‘that’s not me,’ ’’ Mrs. Dube 
said. 


AFTER THE conference the couple 
took a private desert retreat, and returned 
to news that left Mrs. Dube ‘‘afraid and 
discouraged.’’ The tumor in her throat 
was cancerous. 


Prayer with a friend led Mrs. Dube to 
ask “‘our Lord forgiveness for not trusting 
Him more,’’ she remembered. She then 
went to her pastor, Msgr. Sean Murray, 
who anointed and prayed over her. 


““After the anointing I felt a great peace 
and the presence of Jesus which remained 
with me throughout the surgery,” she 
said. Surgery had to wait until October 1 
because of problems caused by her 
arthritis medication. 


UNTIL SHE was anesthetized, Mrs. 
Dube repeated ‘‘Oh, my Lord, into your 
hands I commend my spirit.’’ After the 
operation, a surgeon told Deacon Dube 
the tumor was not malignant. ‘‘What 
happened between the biopsy and the 
surgery?’’ the doctor asked. 


The Dubes think the healing was a gift 
from God. ‘‘He has given me an 
extension to my life and I will pass this 
time giving Him glory,’’ the healed 
woman said. -

Spanish Mass. ‘‘We like to think we serve 
the people who are bi-lingual,’’ Father 
Vidra said of himself and his associate, 
Father Mario Vesga. ‘‘We have more bi- 
lingual people than Our Lady of 
Guadalupe in Calexico,’”’ he said, in 
reference to the parish that is heavily- 
populated by Spanish-speaking persons. 


DEVOTION TO Mary is strong at 
her Valley church, the pastor said. The 
Legion of Mary boasts two groups there. 
St. Mary Church will be the only parish 
in the diocese to host an all-night vigil for 
the International Pilgrim Virgin statue 
which will tour the diocese this month. 
Earlier this week in El Centro, 
processions, Masses, hymns and visits by 
schoolchildren were part of the veneration 


of the statue that was made to 
commemorate Mary’s appearance at 
Fatima. 


Other parish programs include CCD 
classes attended by 500 children, a prayer 
group and a youth club. The youth 
group, coordinated by Maureen Haines, 
involves 10-30 high school and college 
students who run their meetings. Miss 
approach is 
designed to give the members ‘‘a better 
taste of responsibility,’’ she said. 


The youth group has prayer and 
organizational meetings, fund-raisers 
(usually bake sales after Masses), social 
and public service events. 


DURING LENT the group runs a 
soup line. Parishioners dine on soup and 
bread and donate to a “‘rice bowl’’ the 
savings gained by eating that meal. At 
Thanksgiving, the youth donate food for 
a care package that is given to a Catholic 
in need. 


The young people belong to the new 
Imperial Valley Youth Council which 
meets monthly and which this year hosted 
a “‘youth day’’ where several groups got 
together for recreation, reflection and 


Mass, Miss Haines said. 


The youth leader considers her parish 
“‘warm and receptive.’’ Father Vidra 
says the strength of St. Mary is manifest 
in the variety of Masses provided there. 
“Quiet Masses”’ are available as are ones 
that include music by the choir, guitarists 
and a children’s singing group. 


FEEDING THE hungry is a year- 
round concern at St. Mary. The shelves 
of the Crisis Center are stocked by 
children who donate canned goods given 
to them by parents. Crisis Center food 
baskets are ‘‘made available to families in 
need,’’ he said. 


Father Vidra’s priestly experience has 
been greatly varied. The Chicago native 
was involved ‘‘in social justice before 
there was such a term,’ taught at 
University High School for four years, 
served on the marriage tribunal for two 
years, spent another four years at St. Rita 
Church, San Diego, and was involved in 
parochial work in Needles. 


His nine-year stretch at St. Mary is the 
longest served by a pastor in the 75 years 
of the parish’s existence. When asked how 
long he had worked in El Centro, the 
priest’s barbed wit was characteristically 
sharp. ‘“Too long,”’ he said jokingly, but 
quickly countered, saying he wants to stay 
and likes it where he is.

Waiting is time of hope 

The Church is a great teacher and makes use of visual 
aids to teach us, not only the three R’s, but about eternal 
life. On the first Sunday of Advent, we were greeted with 
purple vestments and an Advent wreath. Props, to be 
sure, but behind them there is a great wisdom. 


Advent is a time for some repetitive thinking. 


We try to enter into the mind of the generations that 
have gone before us — at a time when Jesus had not yet 
come. As this was, in many respects, a somber time, the 
joyous Gloria is omitted at Mass. It was a time of 
expectation, of waiting, and of learning. 


Waiting comes hard for us. Time is money, and 
everything is hurry, hurry, hurry. TV programs are 
measured down to the seconds. We are impatient of delay 
and ready to honk our horns the instant the traffic light 
turns green. 


Our actions would almost lead one to the conclusion that 
waiting is a waste of time. It is anything but that. 

There is a time for everything (Ecclesiastes 3:1-8). 

We fly into space at tremendous speeds — but 


some things cannot be hastened. It still takes nine months 
to grow a baby, and many years to grow in wisdom. 


Centuries would pass before the promised Messiah 
came, who was Christ, the Light of the world. 


Waiting is a time of hope — of eager expectation. In the 
prophet Jeremiah’s time, the future seemed to promise 
little, but God was in the picture, and the prophet could 
announce: ‘In the days to come the broken stump of David will 
send forth a just shoot,’? — a new branch indicative of life. 

There were, then, grounds for hope. God always keeps 
His promises, and in time Jesus would come and set us free 
from the bondage of sin and death. 


Jesus also made promises, and one of them was that He 
would come again. In a very true sense, then, our age is the 
age of the promise. The promise fulfilled. And the promise 
for the future — the end. 


Some endings are sad, others glad. 


We mourn the death of a friend. the loss of love, 
friendship and companionship. We regret the end of a 
good book, vi a tine concert or play. 

But we rejoice at the end of sickness and pain, of 
loneliness and winter of indecision, and effort. Could this 
be also a description of our feelings at the end of time? 


Meanwhile, we live in a glorious moment of God’s time. 
The Gospel is being preached and always finds good soil to 
grow in. St. Paul was proud of the Thessalonians who were 
among his first converts in Europe — but he made it clear 
to them that the road stretched out before them. ‘‘You must 
learn to make still greater progress,’’ he wrote. 

There it is, plain to be seen. Jesus’ followers must always 
try to grow in holiness, to develop those productive good 
habits we call virtues. Growth in holiness does not mean 
always learning new things. It is a growing in depth, 
perceiving ever more clearly the incredible treasures of our 
faith placed in our hands. 

Above all, we must learn patience. 

Some thought, in St. Paul’s day, that Jesus would soon 
return and inaugurate the end of the world. His return 
being delayed, many became engrossed in worldly affairs 
and the pursuit of pleasure. 

Such is not the lesson of Advent. Advent reminds us to 
fill our‘ days with prayers and good works in preparation for 
Jesus’ spiritual coming among us.

Meet Christ with good deeds 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — Pope John Paul II has urged 
young people during Advent ‘‘to meet with good deeds Christ 
who is coming.’’ The pope spoke at his weekly general audience 
in the Paul VI Audience Hall. 


Adding that good works are a sign of “‘consistency between 
faith and daily life,’’ the pope invited the youths to show 
“generous charity toward our brothers, especially those who 
need our understanding and our aid.”’ 


In the main part of the pope’s talk, he reflected upon the 
sacrament of marriage as treated in St. Paul’s first letter to the 
Corinthians. 


Marriage ‘‘is a sacrament of redemption given to men and 
women as a gift,’’ he said. 


The pope said that married people are called ‘‘to a life of 
chastity...proper to their own state in life’? and to a way of life, 
“according to the ‘spirit’ and not ‘according to the flesh.’ ”’ 

Life according to the spirit, said the pontiff, implies that a 
married couple ‘‘can remain faithful for life in an indissoluble 
union, and they can discover that true freedom which allows 


_ them to be a gift to one another.”’ 


‘“‘When the couple lives ‘according to the spirit’ they place 
their masculinity and femininity at the service of procreation,’’ 
said the pope. ‘‘They possess a profound awareness of the 
sanctity of human life, especially of the human life to which they 
give origin in their own children as cooperators in the mystery of 
creation.’’ 


The pope directed a special message to several honeymooning 
couples at the audience. 


“‘T entrust today to the most Holy Virgin your ideals and your 
plans to build your infant family as a ‘miniature church.’ I 
accompany you in this, your walk of faith and of charity, with my 
apostolic blessing,’’ he said.

Moral Perspectives

Anyone who has seriously suffered trials or lost a 
person deeply loved knows how such circumstances can 
draw us to a personal examination of conscience and pull 
us into conversion — that is, a more profound turning to 
God, which always means a greater giving of oneself to 
other people. It means to stand firm on all and every issue 
that would contradict His Word. It means that everything 
in our lives must be given its proper religious significance 
and depth. 


RECENTLY, THE death of a beloved friend caused 
me to pause and reflect on the direction and quality of my 
life and led to renewed commitment and a moving apart 
from destructive elements. One morning I was surprised 
to find that the thought of my friend brought a feeling of 
penetrating joy and confidence. There was a real sense of 
reconciliation and reunion — of oneness and _all- 
embracing delight. There was a sense of ‘‘rightness’’ and 
fulfillment. Grief suddenly seemed inappropriate. 


Death and birth, the two most traumatic events of 
human existence, change us radically, and it is right that 
the death and birth of any person should have its echo 
within us and call us, too, to change. Particularly the 
birth of the Child we await. There is a wonder and 
magical quality surrounding Christmas that we often 
attribute to the lights and tinsel and sparkle. But after the 
feast, have you noticed how quickly the lights lose their 
charm and the tinsel and glitter seem lifeless and tawdry?

e Popular, run-of-the-mill, general books on 
spirituality. They make it sound like some diet course 
with instant success, or a quick, self-help program. 


e Liturgies or sermons in which the main theme is 
‘Jesus is your buddy and everything’s all right. And if it 
isn’t, it’s because you don’t pray enough.’ 


® Certain priests’ stoles which are an abomination to 
the eye — i.e., those with polka dots, stripes, crazy quilt 
patterns or billboards. 


e Lectors who can’t read. 


e Altar boys dressed up either as little monks or 
members of the Swiss Guard. 


© Vestments made by amateurs whose heart is in the 
right place but not their stitches. 


¢ Prayers which begin by reminding Jesus what He 
said to us. 


© Celebrities who begin their interviews, printed or on 
TV, by saying, ‘I once was a Catholic, but...’ 


The wonder and the mystery lies with the Child in the 
manger and that makes Advent and Christmas different 
from any other celebration, any other birth. Have you 
noticed, too, how much kinder and gentler we are at this 
time? We cannot help but be touched by the incredible 
love that made the Incarnation possible and makes it 
possible for it to live on in the hearts and souls of 
Christians. 


IT IS THE calling to such love that conversion 
implies. The process of ongoing conversion is one of 
radical humility and steady stripping of self and a giving 
over of life to the fulfillment of God’s plan. It is a process 
that can leave us surprised by joy and drawn to 
compassion. It will make the purpose of life and of death 
become clearer and wholly acceptable. 


We might, perhaps, be a little shocked to see one of 
those ancient men carrying a sign exhorting us to 
“Repent, Repent, the end is near’’ in the midst of our 
Christmas festivities, but he would not be at all out of 
place. The shadow of the Cross always rises behind the 
crib and the purpose of Jesus’ life was ratified only in His 
death. So, this Advent and Christmas, let us hope that 
our thoughts will be more solemn, less superficial and that 
our joy may cast its roots deeper and remain alive within 
us long after the tinsel has tarnished and the glitter 
washed away.

¢ Sermons on ‘E.T.’ and mystical meanings contained 
in that movie.

War and peace — Ill 


It is clearly a fact that the nations of the world are 
engaged in preparations for newer and far more 
treacherous wars than ever before in human history. 


Every Christian who is a citizen of these nations has 
the moral obligation to question now the legitimacy of 
modern warfare. 


It is an ethical outrage, for example, that we tolerate at 
all recent proposals to create a weapon that represents the 
ultimate denial of human dignity: the projected neutron 
bomb, which spares buildings and other material artifacts 
while destroying the life which is the handiwork of God. 


The historical perspective painted last time brought us 
to the brink of the Renaissance period of the 16th century. 


It was during this time that persons such as St. Thomas 
More and Erasmus called for strict observance of just war 
principles. 


Reformers such as Luther and Calvin brought the 
argument a step further by insisting that war is just only 
when it seeks peace: i.e., the emphasis was not so much 
on ‘‘just’’ means as on ‘‘holy”’ results. 


With the subsequent growth of strong and centralized 
nation-states, however, it became much harder for the 
churches to mitigate war’s affect and meaning. 

In reaction, the 16th to the 18th centuries witnessed the 
growth of radical pacifists in such groups as the 
Anabaptists (now the Mennonites and the Hutterites), the 
Brethren and ‘the Quakers. 


World War I introduced a new type of warfare, 
however. In 1917, e.g., Marshal Foch of France spoke of 
a ‘‘new era’’ in war, one which absorbs ‘“‘all the resources 
of the nation’? and: is aimed at the ‘‘defense...of 
philosophic ideas first.’’ 


Since the beginning of this century, then, war’s 
meaning has altered: in warfare, we are now confronted 
with ‘“‘total war’’, where entire nations are mobilized and 
where Christian nations fight against each other. 


In 1920 Benedict XV called for a ‘‘league’, a 
community of concern to transcend all — national 
boundaries (in Pacem Det Mundus). 


This call went largely unheard, however, while the 
churches in the U.S. strongly advocated reduction of 
arms and nonviolent means for resolving conflicts. 


A new era had truly emerged, an epoch of the World 
Court, the League of Nations and Gandhi. Reputable 
theologians were now teaching that modern war was no 
longer a ‘‘proportionate means’’ for establishing justice 
and peace (with some dissenting voices, though, with such 
figures as Reinhold Neibuhr). 


Interestingly, in light of this debate, many clergy both 
in America and Europe declared World War II just. 


With the horrible atrocities of the Nazi regime, yet 
another nuance began to appear in the question of war 
and peace: the recognition that an individual must obey a 
law higher than that of the State in certain circumstances. 


We then witnessed at least the belated censure for the 
fire bombing of Hamburg and Dresden and the atomic 
annihilation of Nagasaki and Hiroshima. 


It was at this time that theologians began to condemn 
““indiscriminate bombing.’’ In this country, Fr. John 
Ford, SJ, did important work in this regard. 


In this historical overview, then, two clear ethical issues 
have evolved: 

¢ Indiscriminate assaults on predominantly civilian 
populations are unacceptable, thus ruling out the 
construction and testing of nuclear, chemical and 
biological weapons of mass destruction; and 


¢ The inviolability of individual conscience regarding 
participation in all or particular wars must be respected. 


In 1963, e.g., Pope John XXIII decried the arms race 
and.called on nations to solve differences by negotiation 
(in Pacem in Terris). 


Vatican II’s. Pastoral Constitution on the Church in the 
Modern World ‘‘condemned”’ total war (nn. 79-80) and the 
arms race (nn. 81-82). In 1968 the U.S. Bishops likewise 
condemned unlimited wars, while questioning the 
maintenance of nuclear superiority. 


At this time, they also were critical of the anti-ballistic 
missile system and urged selective conscientious 
objection. 
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Attorney presses appeal 
of ‘Infant Doe’ decision 


BLOOMINGTON, Ind. (NC) — 
Indiana attorney is seeking an appeal of a 
court ruling that permitted parents to 
deny surgery to their Downs syndrome 
newborn, ‘‘Infant Doe,’’ who died in 
April. The case set off a national 
controversy over treatment of 
handicapped babies. 


Lawrence Brodeur, who was appointed 
guardian for the baby last spring and also 
is a deputy prosecutor for Monroe 
County, Ind., is appealing the ruling by 
the Monroe County Circuit Court, which 
said that the unidentified parents of the 
baby were within their rights to deny 
corrective surgery and intravenous 
feeding for their son. 


A MOTION to dismiss the appeal was 
to be considered during a hearing before 
the Indiana Court of Appeals in 
Indianapolis Dec. 7. Brodeur said Dec. 3 
he believes the appeals court will 
eventually dismiss the case because it is 
reluctant to take up the matter. 


Nonetheless, ‘‘the reason I am 
continuing the appeal is that there are 
significant legal issues surrounding the 
case that have not been addressed,’’ he 
said. ‘“There has never been a case like 
Infant Doe.”’ 


Brodeur said he is pursuing the case as 
a private attorney, not as a deputy 
prosecutor, on his own time. ‘‘I’m paying 
for it’ as well,’’ he said. 


THE CASE arose shortly after the 
baby’s birth, on April 9, when he was 
diagnosed as having an_ incorrectly 
connected esophagus and Down’s 
syndrome, a disorder characterized by 
mental retardation to varying degrees. 


Without surgery on the esophagus, the 
child was certain to die. His parents and 


physician refused to order the surgery or 
feedings. 


The lower court ruled the parents were 
within their rights to deny treatment. 
Shortly after that Brodeur was appointed 
by the county to represent the baby’s 
interests. The State Supreme Court also 
ruled the parents could not be forced to 
provide treatment for the child. But while 
an appeal was pending, the baby died. 


ALTHOUGH THE baby died, ‘“‘I feel 
strongly that this case is a very bad 
precedent,’’ Brodeur said. ‘‘I want to 
turn the case around.’’ He said both 
common law — the unofficial body of 
practice and unwritten law handed down 
by scciety — and written law forbid 
infanticide. 


The county court ruled that the parents 
could terminate the baby’s life, he said. 
“*That’s not the law of this country.”’ 


Steven Valentine, executive director of 
Americans United for Life, a Chicago- 
based pro-life group, agreed. ‘‘It seems 
on the basis of the lower court ruling that 
there is a_ precedent...Infanticide is 
legal,’’ he said. However, he added, 
““There has never been a court in the 
country that has denied life-saving 
treatment to a handicapped newborn.”’ 


PRO-LIFERS took up the baby’s 
cause in April and the controversy 
reached the White House, where 
President Reagan ordered the federal 
government to warn hospitals they could 
lose federal support if they discriminate in 
medical treatment against the 
handicapped. Legislation to permit the 
government or other citizens greater 
leeway to act to prevent such denials of 
treatment also were introduced in 
Congress.

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Reagan: A ‘bum rap’ in Central America?

The U.S. government’s controversial Central 
American policies were the focus of a trip to the region by 
President Ronald Reagan, ‘‘sanctuary’’ for refugees in 
Milwaukee, and the arrest of 11 nuns in the nation’s 
capital. 

President Ronald Reagan engaged in personal 
diplomacy by visiting Central America Dec. 3-4 and 
praising efforts to improve human rights being made in 
Guatemala and El Salvador, two countries where the 
governments have come under heavy Church criticism as 
violators of human rights in their wars against guerrillas. 


REAGAN INDICATED support for continued U.S. 
military aid to El Salvador and the resumption of military 
aid to Guatemala. 


Guatemalan President Efrain Rios Montt was getting a 
“bum rap’’ by his human rights critics and ‘‘is totally 
dedicated to democracy in Guatemala,’’ said Reagan 
Deew 4: 


The day before Reagan had said ‘‘on the basis of what 
we know now’’ he would certify that human rights 
progress was being made in El Salvador. As a 
precondition for military aid Reagan must certify to 
Congress every six months that the Salvadoran 
government is making progress in human rights. 


REAGAN DISCUSSED the situation in both 
countries after separate meetings with their presidents. 
Reagan’s two-day Central American trip was part of a 
trip to four Latin American countries Nov. 30-Dec. 4 
which administration officials said was to bolster the 


spread of democracy in the region. The countries visited. 


were Brazil, Colombia, Costa Rica and Honduras. 
Reagan met Salvadoran President Alvaro Magana Dec. 3 
in Costa Rica and saw Rios Montt Dec. 4 in Honduras. 


Reagan described Rios Montt as ‘‘a man of great 
personal integrity’? facing a ‘“‘brutal challenge from 
guerrillas armed and supported by others outside 
Guatemala.”’ 


U.S. Secretary of State George Schultz said Rios 
Montt told Reagan he plans to publish regulations for 
new elections in March 1983. Rios Montt said he and 
Reagan ‘‘agree on the necessity to search for 
democratization and maintain it.”’ 


ASKED IF he planned to restore military aid to 
Guatemala, the president said: ‘‘Yes, I would think so.”’ 


The Guatemalan government says it needs U.S. 
military aid if it is to fight the guerrillas successfully. U.S. 
military aid was ended in 1977 because of the human 
rights record of the previous military government. After 
Rios Montt came to power he pledged to improve the 
human rights situation. Church workers have said that 
the situation had gotten worse under Rios Montt and that 
government troops are responsible for the massacres of 
thousands of Indians. 


Regarding human rights in El Salvador, Reagan said 
after meeting Magana, ‘“They are trying very hard and 
making great progress against great odds.’’ 


ASKED ABOUT certification, Reagan said, ‘‘On the 
basis of what we know now, yes of course.”’ : 


A senior U.S. official, however, said that a final 
decision on certification had not been made yet. 


Reagan must certify progress in January. Many 
congressional critics of military aid have been citing as a 
reason for denying certification a lack of progress in the 
prosecution in the murder cases of six U.S. citizens, 
including four Catholic women missionaries, killed in E] 


Salvador. 


During the Central American trip, Reagan also 
criticized Nicaragua and Cuba, saying they are trying to 
destablize the governments of the region. 

“ANY NATION”’ destabilizing its neighbors by 
protecting guerrillas and exporting violence should forfeit 

-close and fruitful relations with the people of the United 
States of America — and with any people who truly love 
peace and freedom,”’ said Reagan. 

While Reagan was on his Latin American trip, 19 
women, mostly nuns, dramatized Dec. 2 their opposition 
‘to economic and military aid to El Salvador by kneeling in 
the Capitol rotunda to sing and pray. 


Aid. strengthens the ‘‘repressive’’ Salvadoran 
government, they said. 


POLICE ARRESTED 11 nuns and a laywoman, 
‘charging them with unlawful entry. They were released

The women chose the Dec. 2 date to mark the second 
anniversary of the murders of the four U.S. women 
missionaries: Maryknoll Sisters Ita Ford and Maura 
Clarke, Ursuline Sister Dorothy Kazel and lay volunteer 
Jean Donovan. They disappeared Dec. 2, 1980, and their 
bodies were found in a roadside grave two days later. 


In Milwaukee on Dec. 2 an interfaith prayer vigil was 
held at the Cathedral of St. John the Evangelist to mark 
the decision by the Milwaukee Archdiocese to provide 
sanctuary for illegal aliens from Central America. 
Participating parishes form an ‘‘underground railroad’’ 
with organizations in other parts of the country for 
Central American refugees illegally entering the United 
States. 


AT THE PRAYER vigil bandanas, straw hats and 
dark glasses hid the faces of two Salvadoran refugees and 
one Guatemalan as they sat silently holding burning 
candles in the darkened sanctuary of the cathedral. 


Lights were turned on when a symbolic ‘‘human 
sanctuary’’ of supporters formed a semicircle around the 
refugees. Among the people in the semicircle was 
Archbishop Rembert G. Weakland of Milwaukee. 


Archbishop Weakland told the 400 people attending the 
vigil that they were there ‘‘because we truly believe in the 
sanctity, the sacredness of all human beings.”’ 


‘““EVERYONE SHOULD be able to live in his or her 
homeland with all of those needs of life satisfied,’’ he said. 


““We are asking our government to help to aid people 
in their economic (plight) not merely to send them arms,”’ 
added the archbishop. 


Harboring an illegal alien is against the law and 
punishable by a $2,000 fine and a five-year sentence. 
Conspiring to harbor an illegal alien can result in a 
$10,000 fine and a five-year sentence. 


OTHER CRITICISMS of U.S. policy during 
Reagan’s trip were made by an official of the U-S. 
Catholic Conference and by friends and relatives of the 
four murdered missionaries. 


At a press conference Dec. 1 friends and relatives of the 
murdered women said the pending trial of five low- 
ranking members of the Salvadoran National Guard is a 
cover-up to protect high-ranking military officers. 

The involvement. of “‘higher-ups in ordering the 
killings or covering them up has never been vigorously 
investigated’’ by Salvadoran authorities, said Sister 
Helene O’Sullivan, director of the Maryknoll Sisters’ 
Office of Social Goncerns. $

terror and violence in El Salvador that has claimed 35,000 
lives in three years,’’ said Sister Melinda Roper, superior 
of the Maryknoll Sisters. 


They were reacting to a State Department spokesman 
who said that no evidence has been found so far to 
implicate military officers. 


On Nov. 15 a Salvadoran judge ordered five 
guardsmen to stand trial in the case. The highest-ranking 
guardsman is a sergeant. At the end of Reagan’s Central 
American trip no date had been set for the trial. 


ALSO SPEAKING at the press conference was Robert 
White, U.S. ambassador to El Salvador at the time of the 
murders. He said Reagan intended to ignore violations of 
human rights in El Salvador in seeking congressional 
approval for military aid. 


On Dec. 1 Father J. Bryan Hehir, USCC director for 
international justice and peace, told the House 
Subcommittee on Human Rights and International 
Organizations, that the USCC opposes military aid to 
Guatemala and El Salvador because of the human rights 
situations. 


He asked the United States to support negotiations 
between the Salvadoran government and guerrillas to 
bring peace to the nation. 


““GUATEMALAN authorities have thus far failed to 
end the brutal attacks against the civilian population, 
particularly in rural Indian areas,’’ said Father Hehir. 


“*The Guatemalan bishops, as recently as this summer, 
described the campaigns against the Catholic Indian 
populations as amounting to genocide,”’ he said. 


Father Hehir added that the United States should begin 
negotiations with Nicaragua as a further step to lessen 
tensions in Central America. 


ON DEC. 2 an ecumenical prayer service was held in 
Washington in honor of the four women missionaries 
killed in El Salvador.

Malcolm Muggeridge, citing 
Mother Teresa, is a convert 


LONDON (NC) — Journalist and 
television personality Malcolm 
Muggeridge and his wife, Kitty, were 
received into the Roman Catholic Church 
Nov.27. 


In an article in The Times of London, 
Muggeridge, who will be 80 next March, 
attributed his conversion in large part to 
Mother Teresa of Calcutta, founder of 
the Missionaries of Charity. In 1968 he 
produced a television documentary 
depicting her commitment to the destitute 
of India. The documentary and a book 
based on it were both titled Something 
Beautiful for God. 


“WORDS CANNOT convey how 
beholden I am to her;’’ he wrote in The 
Times. ‘‘She has given me a whole new 
vision of what being a Christian means: of 
the amazing power of love, and how in 
one dedicated soul, it can burgeon to 
cover the whole world.”’ 


Muggeridge spoke of the influence on 
him of saints like Augustine of Hippo, 
whose Confessions, he said, ‘‘show how 
worldliness and carnality can be 
transmuted into a life dedicated to the 
service of God”’ and who lived at a time in 
some ways very like the present, when the 
Roman Empire was visibly collapsing and 


decadence, ‘‘what we call 

ermissiveness,’’ was everywhere 
’ 

apparent. 


The Catholic response to the moral 
crisis of the present time had always 
appealed to him, he said. He cited 
Humonae Vitae, the encyclical issued by 
Pope Paul VI in 1968, saying its 
prohibition of artificial birth control 
seemed ‘‘absolutely correct.’’ Like 
contraception, legalized abortion was 
“‘morally disastrous’? and_ inevitably 
brought legalized euthanasia in its train, 
said Muggeridge. 


IN BECOMING a Catholic, he said, 
he also experienced ‘‘a sense of 
homecoming, of picking up the threads of 
a lost life, of responding to a bell that has 
long been ringing, of finding a place at a 


table that has long been left vacant.’’ 


EL CENTRO — A $50,000 non- .

Muggeridge, who in his autobiography 
and diaries chronicles an early admiration 
for Communism and various illicit love 
affairs, has for some years been a 
proponent of a non-denominational 
Christianity. 

In 1972 he said he loved the Catholic 
Church too much to join it. He said the 
Catholic Church seemed set to follow the 
same path Protestantism had taken ‘‘and 
this just when all the notions and follies 
which have made so sorry a mess of 
Protestantism are on the point of being 
totally and irretrievably discredited.’’ 


IN 1979 Muggeridge said: ‘‘I can say 
the Creed very happily, in perfect belief, 
but I couldn’t say it if I had to add: “This 
is the final definitive statement.’ I do not 
believe and never could believe that a 
definitive, final word has been said.’’ 


. Malcolm Thomas Muggeridge was 

born on March 24, 1903, in the London 
suburb of Croydon, Surrey. Like his four 
brothers, he was strongly influenced by 
the Socialist ideas of his father, Henry 
Thomas Muggeridge, a lawyer’s clerk 
and later a Labor Party member of 
Parliament. 

While teaching in Egypt, Muggeridge 
wrote an article for the Manchester 
Guardian which led to an appointment to 
its staff in 1930. 


RETURNING TO. England, 
Muggeridge wrote a successful play and 
reviewed books for the Guardian, and in 
1932 he was appointed its Moscow 
correspondent and went with a 
determination to become a Soviet citizen. 
A year later he left the Soviet Union with 
contempt for the failures of the Soviet 
regime and for the doctoring of his 
dispatches. 


In 1933 he worked briefly for the 
International Labor Office in Geneva. He 
followed that job with more newspaper 
work in India and England. 


During World War II he was sent as a 
spy for British intelligence to 
Mozambique, where he attempted suicide 
by drowning. 


AFTER THE war he _ was 
Washington, D.C., correspondent of the 
Daily Telegraph and later its deputy 
editor from 1950-52. In 1953 he became 
editor of Punch, the British humor 
magazine. 


Five years later he began a television 
career and became an_ interviewer, 
panelist and documentary film writer. 


By the mid-1960s, he espoused an 
individualistic, undogmatic form of 
Christianity, which he summed up in 
Jesus Rediscovered, published in 1969. 

IN 1972 and 1973 he published the 
first two volumes of an autobiography, 
Chronicles of Wasted Time and The 
Infernal Grove.

Are we sockers or chargers? 


During Advent we hear and talk much 
about the first coming of Christ at Christmas 
and the second coming in glory. But what 
about the one in between — the third 
coming, as St. Bernard calls it; the coming 
of the Word through us — you and me? 


After close on 2,000 years of Christianity 
and the witness of those who profess our 
faith, how goes the conversion rate? Are we 
close to fulfilling Christ’s command to 
“teach all nations?’ We still have a long 
way to go. 


After 20 centuries only 30 percent of the 
five billion inhabitants of the world are 
Christians and only 18 percent Catholic. For 
instance, out of one billion Chinese, there 
are less than three million Catholics. Yet out 
of 250 million persons in the United States, 
50 million, or 20 percent are Catholics, at 
least in name. 

Maybe that’s a spectacular advance in 
2000 years. Maybe a miserable failure. We 
really don’t know what God expects — 
except our best efforts. 

Perhaps we have to look closely at our 
individual efforts to bring people to Christ, 
following his example. St. Matthew’s Gospel 
for the first Saturday of Advent is a good 
guide. He records how Christ toured all the 
towns and villages, teaching in the

synagogues, proclaiming or heralding the 
good news of God’s reign. So Christ was a 
herald, a proclaimer. Then Matthew records 
how Christ went about healing the sick and 
the lame, how his heart was moved with 
pity, compassion at what he saw. 


Through our Catholic hospitals and clinics 
throughout the world we bring succor to the 
needy, health to the diseased and comfort 
to the dying. But how many of us have 
literally become involved? Thank God 
missionaries do it on behalf of all of us. 


St. Matthew also shows Christ as teacher 
and leader, calling together his twelve and 
showing them, leading them into his 
footsteps, his way of life. He called for 
laborers to gather in the harvest. 

Herald, teacher, leader, compassionate, 
caring, giving — the qualities of a Christian. 
And Christ's call in his third coming, through 
us, is to give more of ourselves, to give 
more of our prayers, our time and, of 
course, our treasure. As we come to the end 
of another year (what happens to them?) 
and Christmas, the first coming, perhaps 
even the incentive of a tax write-off will 
prod us into greater giving for those out 
there bearing the heat and burden of the day 
in missionland. Let’s give charity a real fling 
— be careless with it, in the right way, of 
course.

ROME (NC) — Industrialized nations 
are not threatened by the ‘‘population 
explosion’’ but by declines in population 
growth, according to Msgr. James T. 
McHugh, who has represented the 
Vatican at U.N. Population Commission 
meetings since 1974. 


Msgr. McHugh, a priest of the 
Archdiocese of Newark, N.J., teaches in 
Rome at the John Paul II Institute for 
Marriage and Family Studies. 


IN MANY industrialized countries, he 
said, declining population growth and low 
birth rates have led to a decreasing labor 
force, sometimes followed by an economic 
dependence on foreign workers, and to a 
constantly growing elderly population 
which cannot be financially supported by 
the active work force. 


He cited one of the final conclusions of 
the European Population Conference, 
held last summer in Strasbourg, France, 
and attended by representatives of 21 
nations. 


“Except in a few countries where the 
birth rate remains high, the outstanding 
feature of the present demographic 
situation is the sharp decline in the 
number of births since about 1965,’’ the 
conference said. ‘‘Although the decline 
has since come to a halt in most countries, 
the present level of fertility is no longer 


sufficient in many countries to insure the 
replacement of the population in the long 
run.”’ 


MSGR. McHUGH criticized an 
article by Mill Hill Father Arthur 
McCormack, who wrote in The Tablet, a 
Catholic weekly magazine published in 
London, that the population explosion 
poses a more immediate threat to human 
life than the possibility of nuclear war. 


‘“Catholics should be warned about the 
consequences of excessive population 
increase and told of the part that the 
Church could play in contributing to the 
solution of a problem which will have to 
be faced squarely sometime: possibly 
when it is too late,’’ wrote Msgr. 
McCormack, who has worked on 
population problems for several 
international agencies. 


‘Tt is inaccurate to say that there’s a 
population problem,’’ Msgr. McHugh 
said. ‘‘Rather, there are a variety of 
problems related to population.”’ 


HE DESCRIBED three types of 
population situations: 


‘‘For Western Europe, the English- 
speaking industrialized nations and 
Japan, the problem is one of declining 
population growth and low birth rates,”’ 
he said. 


‘‘For many of the developing nations, 
the population is still growing but birth

rates have begun to decline, and it can 
reasonably be expected that the decline in 
birth rates will lead to a lower overall 
population growth,”’ he added. 


ONLY A ‘‘small number’’ of 
developing nations are affected by high 
birth rates and population’ growth 
accompanied by ‘‘the absence of 
development to meet the needs of the 
existing and projected population,”’ 
Msgr. McHugh said. 

He criticized Father McCormack’s 
claim that the ‘‘population explosion”’ is 
leading to a dangerous world shortage of 


farm land. 


‘‘The lack of land is not a simple 
problem,’’ Msgr. McHugh said. ‘‘It’s 
not as if we don’t have usable land but it " 
is not put into production.” 


IN THE Soviet Union so much of the 
nation’s resources are allocated to defense 
spending that much usable land is not 
farmed, he said. In Africa methods of 
food production and storage have not 
kept pace with the increased availability 
of cropland, he added. 


The U.S. Social Security program has 
already felt some of the effects of the 
shrinking work force and the growing 
elderly population, Msgr. McHugh said. 

But the U.S. problem is ‘‘not as 
immediate’’ as that of Eastern Europe, he 
added, because of the large number of 
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CLOSED — Structural engineers inspect 
the century-old tower of Erie, Pa.’s St.

MSGR. McHUGH said the current 
U.N. projection of world population in 
the year 2000 is 6.1 billion people, 20 
percent lower than earlier estimates.

You don’t say very much to kids like that. It's always 
much more a thing of vibes and perceptions and boun- 
daries. The trick is to offer what he needs at that moment 
and that's rarely a lot of God talk.

This kid’s needs were simple enough: a 
place. to live. some safety, some food. What complicated 
the essentially simple immediacy: of it all was our “no 
strings” love. He wanted to pay for it. That's what he 
always had to do. That's how the game is played. 


We play the same game with God all the time. We don't 
like His “no strings” love for us either, particularly if the 
‘us’ inciudes a depraved innocent, a vomit-splattered 
derelict or a pimp with a stable of children whom he rents 
by the hour.
